‘ fent, two Votes.’ The Capt, Grahman and Theomede, 
have had the Reward promifed tor retsking Count Lew- 
enhaupt paid them; but (except the Peafants) every Body 
here look on them with an evil Eye.

The Grand Duke ft out from 
hence tor his Eftates at Hoilitfch the Day before Yefter- 
day, where he propofes to ftay till her Majefty is up 
again. As we have crawn prodigious Advantages from 
the Iilyrians, for feveral Campaigns, her Majefty has 
been fo good as to caufe her Thanks to be returned {e- 
perately to all the Nations of that Denomination; viz. 
the Waradins, Licanians, Corbavians, Albanians, Sclavo- 
nians, &c. She likewife direéted Gold Chains, and Me- 
dals, to be given to each of their Deputies. M. Mor- 
tagne, who is Cabinet Courier to the Court of Berlin, 
arrived herelate y, with Difpatches of very great Impor- 
tance; upon which the Pruffian Minifter had an imme- 
state Conference with Count Uhlefeldt, and thereupon 
a Confultation was held amongft the Cabinet Councillors, 
and then a general Council, at the rifing of which, an 
Expr-{s was {ent to Moravia, and another to Prague. 

Manheim, September 7. Tho’ the Army of the Allies 
are im a manner jult at our Gates, yet can we fend no 
very confiderable News about them; except, that fuch 
as vifit them, are extremely charm’d with the Beaury of 
the Troops, and the exact Order obferv’d by them. 
According to the laft Accouat we can get, they will 
continue their March on the oth; by which time, ’tis 
thought, the beft part of the Dutch Troops will have 
join’d them.
